Quiet  Noise 

It  is  sad,  indeed,  when  the  members  of  this  academic 
community  advance  no  questions  concerning  current  events. 
The  Vietnam  debate  has  reached  a  critical  crescendo  with 
the  trial  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Spock,  Rev.  W.  S.  Coffin  and  three 
others   for   aiding    draft   dodgers. 

Students    at    large    and    small    colleges    have    forcibly    m0st  strenuous  part  of  the  ex- 
blocked    the    movements    of    governmental    and    industrial  J  cursion  —  skating  across  little 
representatives.    An    American    ship   has    been    shanghaied; 
the  impending  visit  of  another  craft  is  greeted  with  violence 
in  Japan;  and  the  President  of  the  United  States  bewilder- 
ingly  states  that  "the  people  are  restless."
